E ccles W. Va., M arch 9.— (U P) — 
Tw o shafts of the Crab O rchard Im ­ 
provement/ Com pany 
were wrecked 
d u rin g the night 
by an explosion 
w hich sent clouds of poisonous gas 
sp iraling from th e mftie. 
One man is know n to have been 
killed. 
Tw enty-seven 
m iners 
are 
believed still entom bed 
in 
No. 
5 
shaft, w hile 40 have been rescued 
from No. 6. 
T he fate of the im ­ 
prisoned men is as yet unknow n. 
State 
and 
federal 
m ine 
rescue 
w orkers arrived today 
early 
and 
kept back from th e No. 5 sh aft a 
crowd of relatives of the entom bed 
men. 
Rescue operations then w ere 
organized and it was believed 
the 
m iners would be reached some tim e 
d u rin g the forenoon. 
The dead man was taken from No. 
6 shaft. 
He had been crushed in a 
passagew ay by th e crum bling walls. 
Of the 38 men first rescued from 
No. 6 several w ere suffering 
from 
effects of gas. 
It is 
believed 
all 
w ill recover. 
T he last tw o to be 
rescued w ere behind a pile of debris 
p atiently a w a itin g aid. 
The fate of the imprisoned m iners 
is believed by m ine officials to de­ 
pend upon th e distance sep aratin g 
th e w orkers from th e passagew ay in 
w hich the explosion occurred. 
T h u s 
far there has been no sign of fire 
and gas is the principal danger fac­ 
ing the miners. 
An explosion in th e sam e sh aft in 
April. 1914, killed 181 miners. 
M any women and children s tric k ­ 
en w ith g rief spent the n ig h t at th e 
mine. 
Those fam ilies w hich had 
been more fo rtu n a te brought food to 
the m others keeping the long vigil. 
The dead m an rem ains u n id e n ti­ 
fied. 
Since the explosion seems to have 
been concentrated in the No. 5 shaft, 
little hope was held out today th a t 
th e 27 men entom bed w ere alive. 
The men entom bed w ere w ork in g 
in the No. 5 w orkings, w hile those 
rescued were at No. 6 shaft.

Eccles, W. Va., M arch 9.— All the 
m iners entom bed in sh aft No. 5 of 
the Crab Orchard Im provem ent Com­ 
pany are believed dead. 
E ight bodies w ere found a t th e 
foot of th e 
sh aft 
w hen 
rescuers 
broke th ro u g h the 30 feet of debris. 
V eteran m iners and state police 
then pointed out th a t there is prac­ 
tically no chance th a t th e men r e ­ 
m ain in g in the sh aft are alive. T hey 
are variously num bered as 19 and 
20. 
Ten bodies have been 
found in 
shaft No. 5 and one m an, rescued 
w ith 40 others from sh aft No. 6, 
died last night. 
W hile veteran m iners 
expressed 
belief th a t the men entom bed are 
not alive, officials of the Crab Or­ 
chard Com pany here refuse to give 
up hope for their rescue.

IF HE SUCCEEDS IN PARIS, HE 
MAY ALSO BE BIG FACTOR 
AT GENEVA

Paris, March 9.— Edouard Herriot 
today refused P resident D oum ergue's 
invitation 
to form a cabinet 
and 
A ristide Briand was designated to 
a tte m p t the task. 
H erriot rose to the prem iership in 
1924 after the May elections swept 
Raym ond Poincare from power and 
sub stitu ted for his national bloc a 
coalition of ’eft parties, w hich since 
has governed F ra n ce under H erriot, 
Painieve and Briand. 
H erriot rem ained in power until 
revelations th a t the governm ent had 
overdraw n its 
account 
w ith 
the 
B ank of F ran ce and therefore had 
added to the already em barrassing 
inflation, forced him from power. 
Doum ergue called upon H erriot to 
form a m inistry because he, as lead­ 
er of the left deputies, who had de­ 
feated Briand, w as obligated to make 
the first attem p t to form a m inistry. 
A fter three days of surly declara­ 
tions th a t he would not take the 
responsibility of form ing a govern­ 
m ent to succeed 
himself, 
Briand 
agreed to seek a new m inistry w ith ­ 
in an hour of the issuance of the in­ 
vitation by P resident Doumergue. 
Briand again comes to the biggest 
job in F rance handicapped by his 64 
years, but possessed of prestige, such 
as no o ther French politician could 
claim at this m oment. 
If he succeeds in Paris, th e politi­ 
cians expect him to apply his great 
powers of conciliation at Geneva to 
u n ta n g le the un h ap p y League of N a­ 
tions from the m ixture of 
claims 
and th rea ts w hich th reaten to dis­ 
ru p t it w ith regard to m em bership 
on th e League council. 
Briand will leave for Geneva on 
W ednesday if he com pletes the com­ 
position of his cabinet tonight. 
It 
is a u th o ritativ e ly stated 
th a t 
B riand would like to retain all the 
mem bers of his form er governm ent 
except form er M inister of Finance 
Dou mer. 
Briand offered 
Joseph

BODIES WEEK OLD WHEN THEY 


WERE STUFFED INTO 
SATCHEL

Bodies of tw in boys, 
in fan ts 
not 
more than a week old when they 
died, were found w rapped in a s a t­ 
chel in a locker at the railroad s ta ­ 
tion and tu rn ed over to Coroner Ly- 
sten Howe today for investigation. 
The gruesom e discovery was made 
when the stench of the bodies 
a t ­ 
tracted the station agent and 
the 
locker was forced open. 
Inside the locker was 
found

large black satchel. 
It was opened 
and disclosed th e tw o little bodies, 
w rapped in cloth and ap parently su f­ 
focated to death at least th ree weeks 
ago. 
E xam ination of the bodies in ­ 
dicated they had been no more th an 
one week old when they w ere stuffed 
into th e suit case to die. 
T here w ere no m arks of identifi­ 
cation on the satchel and au th o rities 
are at a loss to explain th e ap p aren t 
double m urder. 
T h ere has been no 
record of th e birth of tw in boys in 
S treato r th a t m ight correspond w ith 
the discovery. 
The bodies were tak en to the cor­ 
o n er’s office and an 
inquest 
held. 
T he verdict stated m erely th a t the 
Infants had come to 
th e ir 
d ea th s 
from unknow n causes.

Suzanne L englen’s victory in her first match 
against Helen Wills, the American champion, proved two things: 
Sin* dem onstrated that on that day, at least, she was the greatest woman 
tennis player in the world and she showed that she Is game. 
Before the ascent of Helen Wills, It was adm itted by all who had seen 
her play that she not only was the greatest woman player of all times but 
that. she ranks high with men players. 
But, unfortunately, as it has been 
dem onstrated, she was suspected of lacking courage. 
When Helen Wills went to France this season and the prospects of a 
meeting with Mile. Lenglen became bright, bets w ere offered that she never 
would meet the French champion because the F rench champion was afraid 
of lier. 
Bets were offered that Miss Wills or no other player ever would beat 
the French star because she would resign before the m atch was over as she 
did at Forest Hills when Mrs, Molls Mallory had taken a set away from her. 
Generous advice was offered to the young Am erican champion before she 
went to France and it was cabled her after she hud reached her destination. 
‘Mump her at the start," was tho substance of all the messages. 
‘‘If you 
gel the lead on her you’ll heat her.” The inference w as that, in the parlance 
of the ring, the French girl couldn’t take it and in the vernacular of the 
track th a t she was a front-runner. 
The suspicions directed at her courage may have had good foundat^pn 
hut they proved to lie unjust and ordinary sportsm anship calls for an apology. 
The American girl had the lead twice on her opponent in that first 
m atch and was within a gam e of winning the second set a t one time but 
Mile. Lenglen came from behind and won. 
T here was no Indication of a 
lack of courage iii that. 
On the other hand it was an indication of a stout 
fighting heart. 
It is fortunate that Mile. Lenglen had the opportunity to defend herself 
against her critics. 
She would have passed into Hie history with the reputa­ 
tion of having been one of the w orld’s greatest players but with a footnote 
below Hic' entry that she was not game.

Ile has also been re­

Engineering 
Review. 
Engi­ 
neering and Contracting, American 
Lumberman, and American Forestry 
Association, for publication. 
Of the large number of ties re 
ccived 
at 
the 
Brainerd 
treating 
plant, birch constitutes about eighty 
percent. 
This species of timber bas 
a well-known tendency to split wit.ie 
seasoning. 
To make the ties se*--- 
iceable, it is necessary to devise some 
means for pulling the badly split ties 
together so that “S” irons call be 
applied. 
During the last few years tile I oca’ 
plant bas used a lever and chain for 
this work, but the operation was too 
slow and required 
too many men. 
Three men were needed to do the 
work now done by one man. 
The machine was built from old 
material taken from the scrap dock 
at the Brainerd shops. 
Tile franu 
was made from old car sills; 
the 
lever was made from an old piece of 
iron once the side rod of a small 
locomotive; 
the cylinder is a dis­ 
carded article once used as a brake 
cylinder but no longer suitable for 
train-line use; and the plates and 
bolts were pick-ups worked over by 
the engineer and a handy man at th 
plant. 
These men worked up th- 
material and assembled the machine 
in two days. 
The operation consists of pressing 
the split lies under the lever, iii such 
manner that when the split is closed 
as “S” iron can be applied to bind 
the tie together. 
The air is introduced through a 
half-inch hose that taps the air-line 
to the boring and adzing machine 
at the plant, 
which 
is quite con­ 
venient to the tie pile. 
A pressure 
of from 20 to 4 0 pounds of air is re­ 
quired to pull the ties together, and 
one man can operate tim machine 
and apply iron. 
When a hurry up 
job is necessary, however, two men 
can work together and reclaim about 
thirty 
ties 
per 
hour. 
There 
are 
usually 
not 
more 
than 
fifteen 
lo 
twenty badly split ties a day, so that 
one man can reclaim all of one day’! 
work in an hour or an hour and a 
half.
